H a v a n a, via Key West, Jan. 3.—The 
insurgent general, Francisco Carilio, 
with 1,000 men from Santa Clara prov­ 
ince has entered Matanzas province near 
Hanahan#, and it is supposed to be on 
the way to reunite with the concen­ 
trated insurgent forces under Brigadier 
G eneral Suarez and Cepero in Havana 
province, 
The Diario De La Marina calls the a t­ 
tention of the authorities to the pitiable 
condition of the people of the town of 
Alonzo Rojas, iu Pinar del Rio province. 
During the first IO days of December 
IOO persons died. 
Wl4>le families of 
eight and IO persons have perished. 
Of 
92 volunteers only 19 are fit for duty, 
the remainder being sick with smallpox. 
At San de Mingo, Santa Clara prov­ 
ince, the smallpox epidemic has in -' 
creased terribly in spite of the splendid 
weather, but the fevers have slowly de­ 
creased. 
In the districts of Jicotea, 
Menacas and the central plantation Es­ 
peranza smallpox is raging among the 
oouoen tradoes, many of whom have 
died.

In the districts of Jicotea, 
Meuseas and the central plantation Es- 
paerauaa smallpox is raging amoug the 
oouoenUndoes, many (rf whom have 
died. 
Most of the conceutradoes are 
without medical attention, food aud 
other necessities of life. 
It is reported from Santiago de Cuba * 
that General Pando is greatly disheart­ 
ened on aoeouut of the obstacles which 
prevented a successful campaign against 
the insurgents in that province.
